"Soon, despite rising government debt, it appears 
that we will actually be faced with the problem of 
getting rid of gold, of devising some means whereby 
the other players will get part of our stack of chips 
so the game.can be kept going."

It would appear from this information that the ruler 
of Ethiopia is genuinely desirous of saving people 
from the ravages of war—ool war a*if was when King 
Menelek's soldiers defeated the Italians at the battle 
of Adua (or Adowa) in 1896—but war of the most 
brutal kind ever conceived by maa, war of poison gas. 
diabolical contrivances dropped from the air on com¬ 
batants and non-combatants alike, war which will wipe 
out whole cities and their inhabitants in a few hours. 
This is the kind of war which Mussolini is planning 
in this year of grace. 1935. upon a member rtale of 
the League of Nations, n stele which waa Welcomed 
to the League by en Italian statesman with the pro¬ 
found announcement that Ethiopia's membership would, 
add prestige to this great organrration for peace among 
the netioos of the world. 

It is fitting et this time to herk beck to the battle 
of Adua. The Italians lost more than 4,5001 white 
and 2.000 native troop* killed and wounded, and 
more than 2.500 prisonei*. of which I 600 were white, 
while the Abyssinian* admitted a lou of 3.000. It h 
a matter of record, however, that the white prisoners, 
taken by King Menelek were eiceedingly well treated 
by him. and that he behaved throughout the struggle 
with Italy with the greatest humanity and dignity. 

If Mussolini shall continue his present attitude, will 
ha conduct a war with a fellow member state of the 
League of Nations with "the greatest humanity and 
dignity?" If war there shall be. the course of event. 

:will supply thianswer: Students of history will recall 
the policies df'Mpiaolini more than a decade ago— 
the Matteotti affair, and m»ny others which painted 
the word ruthless on the brow of II Duce.

The term of "wholly bad" is 
somewhat anaemic: but at Britain's Foreign Minister 
adds—"whether such a short war. whether the victor 
be Italy or Ethiopia, the effect will be harm(ul beyond 
exaggeration to the League and to til the League 
stands for. the attempt we have made in the post-war 
world to substitute peaceful settlement for the arbitra¬ 
ment of the sword would haw been frustrated—the 
small and weak countries of the world will see that 
protectioa upon which they haw been depending 
gravely endangered. 

“The pads that have been laboriously concluded 
for the greater security of Europe will seem little more 
than scraps of paper. Thnt is why we_ shall strive to 
our utmost to keep the League in being." 

Remarks which may be added to the foregoing 
are from the pen of Mr. W. N. Ewer, foreign affairs 
expert of The 1-ondon Daily Herald. He says m a 
recent article in part: "Break the Covenant of the 
League of Nations in the case of Abyssinia and the

under way of an innovation in Canadian politics. The 
phenomenon is described in the east as "the one-man, 
eiploding-like-i-bomb" type of policy. 

Mr. Mackenzie King m one of his recent radio 
addresses referred to Ms characteristic!, and Toronto 
Saturday Night has deftly projected the idea to con¬ 
trast the techniques of the leading parties. Against the 
preceding .perches of Mr. Bennett and Mr. Stevens, 
it finds Mr. King's three addresses “were not merely 
an exhibition of the growth-processes of the Liberal 
party: they were also a strong plea for the whole 
principle of growing like a tree in party politics, as 
against the principle of exploding like a bomb." 

Mr- King, sajrs Saturday Night, "is incapable of 
exploding like a bomb. In the art of producing loud 
and sudden noises he is simply not in it with either the 
present Conservative leader or the Reconstruction 
leader who was once a Conservatiw"—and. of course, 
still it. However, outdone in this respect—or, recalling 
Mr. Bennett's terminology of fiw yean ago, should 
we say "Out-blasted"?—Mr. King hat made sue- 
cessful use of the point that the exploding kind of 
policy hat a relatively poor chance of getting itself 
carried out as "by its wry nature it hat to be the work 
of one man. or at most of a wry small group.” Such 
a policy hat been Mr Bennett's "Reform of Capi¬ 
talism" and so is Mr. Stevens's "Reconstruction 
policy.” From the spasmodic nature of the support 
it has evoked acres* the country, it Would seem that the 
latter hat not much chance of being carried into effect; 
the former, well illustrating Mr. Mackenzie Kina'* 
point, had a chance through a whole session of Parlia¬ 
ment, but made singularly little progress. 

These synthetic policies come from leaders who 
produce "a whcle new structure of selected planks out 
of their inner consciousness and insist that their fot 
lowers stand upon th*m.“ How different a structure 
each in architecture and engineering from that of th* 
traditional Rational Policy of the Conservatiw Party, 
built up over years ewn before Sir John A. Macdonald 
associated himsalf with ill Gradual formulation with 
contributions from many minds has similarly been the 
history of Liberal policy. -But these new “exploding- 
likc-a-boml)" policies come, with their startling sud¬ 
denness. as revelation from political Jehovahs. 

Revelation like this may work in the field of 
religion. But Mr. King beliewt one-man revelation 
in the field of politics has little chance of being carried 
into effect in Canada. First, because Canada is still 
not a Mutsolinized Italy or a Hitlerized Germany; 
second, because e one-man policy, although not neces¬ 
sarily bad in itself. Is likely to lack vigorous and con- 
distent support, to be . denied any sustained or wide 
co-operation. We have at an instance of the difficul¬ 
ties before one-man policies at Ottawa, the mangling 
of Mr. Bennett's measures at the skilful hands of 
.Senator Meighen and other of his own supporters 
during the last session of Parliament.
